Finally, if the Austrian govern 
ment finds this reply inadequate, 
Servia appeals to The Hague tribunal 
and to the powers which signed the 
declaration of 1909 relative to Bosnia 
and Herzegovina. 

The Servian note expresses the hope 
that the response will dispel all mis- 
understandings that threaten neigh- 
borly relations and says Servia has 
proofs of her pacific and moderate 
policy throughout the Balkan crisis. 

“The Servian government,” the note 
continues, “cannot be held responsible 
for manifestations of a private char- 
acter, such ag are common in all 
lands and escape official conflict. The 
Servian government has been pain- 
fully surprised by the statements con- 
necting persons in the kingdom with 
the Sarayevo outrage. It expe ted to 
be invited to co-operate in the in- 
vestigation of the crime and was 
ready to prove by deeds the earnest- 
ness of its action against all persons 
concerning whom communications 
should be made without regard to sit- 
vation or rank.”

Residents along Pasadena avenue 
are raising objections to what they 
regard as the too frequent appear- 
ance of the “Edenites,” a sect which 
denies the fall of Adam, by the eat- 
ing of the apple from the tree of 
knowledge-and the consequent need of 
clothing. 

The people who sit on their front 
porches along the much-traveled 
thoroughfare are not especially con- 
cerned about what the “Edenites” 
think or eat but criticise their mode 
of dress. The members of the new 
cult are, in public, as primitive in 
their dress as the law will allow. In 
their own haunts it is declared that 
they wear nothing whatever. 
Each nature man’s wardrobe con- 
sists of a bathrobe. When they ap- 
pear on the street they wear no shoes 
or hats. Their tailor, laundry and 
barber bills are nil and their grocery 
bills so insignificant as to be unworthy 


of consideration. 
The unshaven, unshorn and lightly-

The dwellers in the reconstructed 
Paradise say that they have no fear 
that sin in the guise of a serpent or 
in amy of the later gilded vices will 
enter there. They believe that the 
world has put itself to a lot of un- 
necessary trouble and annoyance by 
accepting the story that man fell from 
grace in the garden and, becoming 
conscious of his guilt, put on cloth- 


ing. 
The Edenites regard civilization as 
a failure for the reason that it does 
not quiet the soul. They say that in 
their state as children of nature 
without linen to become soiled, silks 
for the moths to destroy, jewels for 
burglars to steal, houses and lands to 
be mortgaged or any of the worrjes 
and responsibilities that go with the 
possession of property, they are hap- 
pier than the so-called prosperous 
men or even millionaires. 
The Edenites regard the quest for 
fame, power or riches as the height 
of folly. Practically all of them say 
that they have been in the struggle 
and know whereof they speak.

science and humanity. It is the new- 
est manifestation of the old, familiar 
practice of “trying it on the dog.” 
A ruling by the Supreme Court of 
the United States places the burden 
of proof upon government prosecu- 
tors to show whether the deleterious 
substances in food products are harm- 


that certain food products contain a 
quantity of outlawed ingredients, but 
it must be shown that the quantity is 
injurious to health. 

The ruling will have a wide effect 
upon the treatment of pure food cases 
in Los Angeles, according to the 
United States District Attorney's office 
here. It means, according to him, 
that the government must. show in fu- 
ture, either by expert testimony or the 
results of experiments with a poli- 
son squad,” that certain ingredients 
are harmful in manufactured articles. 

No prosecutions originate here, but 
the information is sent to the 
Attorney through the Department 
Agriculture, and the prosecutions are 
carried on. The custom has been for 
Judge Wellborn to impose a fine of 
$10 in each instance where there has 
been a technical violation of the food 
laws. These violations have been un- 
covered upon seizures, as & rule. 

A big shipment of onion salad, for 
example, was seized by the govern- 
ment because it had been sweetened 
with saccharine instead of sugar. <A 
civil action against this manufacturer 
was started in the local courts. It is 
up to the government to show, under 
the Supreme Court ruling, that sac- 
charine has been used in injurious 
quantities. This is an entirely differ- 
ent matter from charging that the 
manufactured article merely contains

FLORAL EMBLEMS OF NATIONS. 


The United States Has No National 
Flower, But England Has Its Rose 
and Scotland Its Thistle. 

{Baltimore News:] The United 
States has no national floral emblem, 


although efforts have been made: to 
install the goldenrod in the place of 
honor. Most other countries, how- 
ever, have their emblems in the flower 
line, and much that is romantic and 
curious pertains to them. 

In England during the fourteenth 
century the national flower was the 
broom, or planta genesta. It was not 
until the reign of Henry VI, that the 
national flower came to be the rose. 
The story of Ireland’s shamrock is 
a pretty one. St. Patrick was one day 
preaching at Tara, trying to explain 
the doctrine of the Trinity. Plucking 
a shamrock that was peeping through 
the turf at his feet, he said: “Do you 
not see these three leaves on the one

The fleur-de-lis, or three 
lillies, is so different from most flowers 
hat it does not at all seem gut of 
place on a national coat-of-arms. 
Canada has for its national flower 
the scarlet maple leaf, which makes 
miles of her woods blaze in autumn. 
The Japanese have the cherry blossom 
and the chrysanthemum. From the 
earliest times Greece has had the fra- 
grant narcidsus, and the pomegranate 
blossom has been the floral emblem 
of Spain from time immemorial.

A chemical engine was 
sent to put out an incipient blaze in 
the manhole when suddenly a dozen 
more manhole explosiong occurred on 
Third and Fourth streets, between.

Barrels of heavy cransformer oil 
fed the flames and despite the efforts 
of the firemen, both structures were 
destroyed. 

Hardly had the blaze been placed 
under control when word arrived that 
another serious blowout had taken 
place at the Kern Raver substation 
near Fastlake Park. 

The fire quickly ate its way from 
the first to the second story of the 
substation and damaged transformers 
and generators to the extent of sev- 
eral thousand avilara. 

YATROLMAN HURT.

Ine Southern California Cannery 
Conipany’s plant at Macy and Ander- 
son streets also caught fire, but the 
blaze in the last mentioned houses 
was put out with losses less than 
$106. 

The Antongli house, however, was 
completeiy gutted, entailing a loss of 
about $1800.

FOR SUMMER INSTITUTE. 


tion—Big Men Present, 


Sherman School Entertains Official Guests from ‘All 
Over Southwest—Many Problems of the Red Men Are 
Being Worked Out in Week of Research and Instruc- 


IVERSIDE, July 26.—The spec- 
tacle of a hundred grown-ups 
scampering like mad across the 
acres of lawn which the boys and girls 
of Sherman Institute regard as their 
own, is a feature of the summer in- 
stitute now in session at the big gov- 
ernment institution here that has 
proved a bit startling even to the tra- 


ditional stolidity of the Indian. 

W. W. Coon of Washington, Assist- 
ant Supervisor of United States Indian 
Schools, is sponser for this daily even- 
ing exhibition which engages both the 
men and women instructors and em- 
ployees connected with the Indian 
service. 

It is the practical working out of 
Supervisor Coon’s own ideas with ref- 
erence to group athletics in Indian 
schools. He reasons that the spirit 
and technique of the system may 
best be i to the children by 
first putting the instructors through

‘There are many other unique fea- 
tures observable in connection with 
the summer institute, which is the 
first to be held for the employees of 
the Indian service in the Southwest. 
The sessions opened this week and 
will continue through to the end of 
the month.

In 
addition to Supervieor Coon, the in- 
structors will be addressed by Hon. 
H. B. Peairs of Washington, who is 
in general charge of the Indian schools 
of the country as supervisor; Dr. Jo- 
seph A. Murphy, Medical Supervisor 
United States Indian Service, also of 
Washington, and Otis B. 
San Francisco, Supervisor the 
Southwest district.

HUMANIZING INFLUENCE. 


Nearly 150 have registered for the 
various courses of instruction pro- 
vided by the institute, through demon- 
stration lessons, lectures and confer- 
ences. The forenoons and a portion 
of the afternoons are given over to 

prescribed courses and the even- 
ngs to lectures of a general educa- 
tional nature. 

The group athleties and games, 
which afford helpful relaxation, al- 
though a part of the instruction are 
held at 4 o'clock and are generally 
participated in by both men and 
women. 

So important is the work of the 
summer institutes regarded, that spe- 


thorized educational leave-of-absence 
and instructors throughout the school 
service are encouraged to take ad- 
vantage of it. 

Supervisor Peairs holds that be- 
cause of their constant association 
with children, continually giving out 
sympathy and instruction, with little 
or no opportunity to strengthen them- 
gelves by association with those of 
equal mentality, the instructors must 
have some means of replenishing the 
human element.

Mojave have come representatives 
who are enthusiastic over the plan of 
taking the Indian children off the 
reservations, away from their home 
environment and home influences, and 
Placing them in schools where the 
work of the community will have a 
direct bearing on the work they are 
to follow. 
From the reservation boarding 
schools and day schools have come 
superintendents, teachers, matrons, | 
nurses, housekeepers, engineers, car- 
penters and farmers, all eager to im- 
bibe inspiration along with new meth- 
ods and new ideas.

A. Murphy on sanitation and hygiene 
being largely attended. 
Dr. Murphy has given out some 
startling statistics with regard to the 
ravages of tuberculosis among the In- 
dians and the extent to which they are 
affiicted with trachoma, a contagious 
infection of the eyes. At least one- 
fourth of the Indians are said to be 
infected with disease. The treatment, 
though painful, is being successfully 
applied in the hospitais of the Indian 
service. 
With regard to tuberculosis Dr. 
Murphy lays strong emphasis on the 
value of preventive measures, holding 
that it is far easier to prevent than to 
cure and costs the government much 
Jess. The breaking of the health of 
the Indian boys and girls in some 
schools the doctor attributes to the 
exacting nature of the routine work 
required. 

VOCATIONAL SIDE. 
Interest has not flagged in the 
courses in cooking, sewing, and the 
like, but the number desiring to take 
the- course in lace-making has made 
it necessary to divide the class and 
confine the learners to a single period 
in the day. 
This work is in charge of Mrs. 
Elda C. Osterberg, who is stationed 
at Pala, Cal., and is the only instruc- 
tor in lace-making in the service. 
Mrs. E. C. Sterling, chairman of the 
Redlands Indian Association, who has 
been active in the efforts made to se- 
cure for the women the remuneration 
they should receive for the products 
of their painstaking labor, is attending. 
the sessions for the purpose of inter- 
esting the Indian department in this 
work with a view to renewing the in- 
terest of the Indian women in lace- 
making by making provision for im- 
mediate payment for what they do. 
The women have been the victims of 
traders and curio dealers to such an 
extent that they have become dis- 
heartened and many had ceased to 
put forth any effort in pursuing the 
arts of basket-making, drawn work 
and the like until Mrs. Sterling get 
about to remedy matters. 
Miss Ednah A. Rich, president of 
the State Normal School at Santa 
Barbara, is one of the institute ler- 
turers.
